This will
not be accomplished, however, for some time, YOSHIDA believes OGATA Taketora
is the right man to head a Japanese central intelligence organization, but the
appointmeat of OGATA to this post would meet with such strong opposition, mostly

from old-time Liberal Party members, that it might cause a split in the Liberal
